Officer Acted Lawfully When 
She Shot Woman, Chief Says

Columbus Police Officer 
Carolyn Quinichett acted law- 
fully and in compliance with 
the division's firearms policy 
March 13 when she shot and 
wounded an Eastside woman 
who attempted to break into 
her uncle’s home, 484 Garfield 
Ave., said Chief of Police 
Dwight Joseph. 

Chief Joseph's decision 
came after reviewing reports 
forwarded to him by the Fire- 
arms Review Board and the 
Internal Aftair Bureau on 
whether Officer Quinichettjus- 
tifiably shot Mrs. Rebecca 
Cody, 53, of 393 St. Clair Ave. 


“After receiving the report of 
Firearms Board of Inquiry, | 
concur with their findings that 
the use of a firearm by Officer 
Carolyn Quinichett on March 
13 was both lawful and in com- 
pliance with the Division's fire- 
arms policy,” Joseph said. 

Chief Joseph said the officer 
had reasonable cause to 
believe that both she and her

Mothers have come to routinely expect--and get-- 
sentimental gifts from their children, just as children routinely 
await special gifts at Christmas time. 

Mothers are special, but they are especially so for the 
hundreds of youngsters who are not with their natural moth- 
ers. Their mothers are commonly referred to as “foster” 
mothers, though you could hardly get that description from 
the children they care for. -

thoughts about foster motherhood. *
